TAKING A POSITION. 


Spearman's Camp, Friday, Jan. 26. 


About 2 o'clock on the morning of Jan. 
21 (Wednesday), when heavy clouds 
were upon tbe kopjes, the main point 
of tbe Boer position, Taban-Yama, was 
stormed by the Britibil infantry under 
Gen. Woodgate. Our force crossed over 
a ravine and climbed tae- mountain sine 
steadily, getting within 30 yaids of the 
enemy's first lire of trenches. 
j The Boers, who had been asleep, de- 
camped leaving everything behind, and 
the British, w.lh a ringing cheer, 
climbed to the summit. 
| The Boei-b o:>sned lire from several 
points, bi't it vab appaicnt that they 
had beeji taken completely by surprise 
and their resistance was dispirited. The 
weather crest ot the hill was soon won 
and the infantry crept along the top 
of the hill. At daybreak, however, the 
Boers from a high point on the ex- 
Ireme east sent a withering fire among 
the British which momentarily stag- 
gered them. The Boers had the range 
fixed to a nicety and their aitilleiy sent 
several shells right to the top of the 
crest, forcing the infantry to take cov- 
er. 
I The British held t!-e position against 
great odds 
At 10 o'clock strong rein- 


forcements were sent up the hill and 
advanced in Fkeleton foinuition, the en- 
emy being driven bac.t to the extreme 
point.

"Having gallantly taken a portion 


of Tabanyama mountain during last 
night. Gen. Warren's troops are finding 
considerable difficulty in holding -t. 
There has been heavy lighting today. 
The Boer sbens are splendidly direct- 
ed and In the face of the enemy's heavy 
fire the further advance of our forces 
has been checked. 


"Again and again attempts had been 


made to dislodge the enemy, and things 
had begun to look serious. Determined 
as had been their attack, however, the 
Boers had not succeeiied in dislodging 
them. Meanwhile the Kings Royal 
Rifles, approaching from the Potgieters 
drift side of the mountain, began the 
arduous ascent of Spion Kop. The 
heights at the place where they arrived 
were precipitous and their task was ^o 
light one.' They advanced however, 
and apparently at first without knowl- 
edge of the Boers; but before reach- 
ing the top they became exposed to a 
flank fire from the enemy. 


"The last part of the hill was even 


more precipitous than the road along 
which they had come, but the brave 
fellows scrambled up little by little, 
sometimes on their feet and hands, 
sometimes crawling on their knees, un- 
til panting and exhausted, they reach- 
ed the top and thre* themselves down 
up the ground witn a cheer. It was 
grandly accomplished. 


"There is st'll the serious difficulty 


of keeping this important point with- 
out aitillerj. The position, therefore, 
now is that the British hold Spion kop, 
at the east end of the range. They aNo 
hold the west end. The Boers are en- 
trenched in the intermediate part, be- 
bids holding othr entrenched positions 
on the adjoining kopjes which com- 
mau*1 the British positions."

LOOKING FOR THE TRUTH. 


London, Jan. 29. The Standard and

Gen. Buller'a obscurity in 
his despatches Is rather bitterly criti- 
cised, as well as the evident fact that 
the censor is not only heavily delaying 
but is cutting all Important 
matter 


from the newspaper 
despatches. To 


Judge with any accuracy of the extent 
of the disaster Is virtually impossible. 
It appears that Gen. Buller had alto- 
gether five brigades, wholly or partly 
engaged. Gen. Coke's, Gen. Hildyard's, 
Gen. Hart's. Gen. Woodgat's and Gen. 
Littleton's and the 270 casualties al- 
ready anounced in Littleton's brigade 
are thus explained. Much mystery still 
surrounds the retreat. It is possible 
that Gen. Buller 
has withdrawn his 


•whole force, but It is generally assumed 
that Littleton's brigade and Lord Dun- 
donald's cavalry and other troops are 
still on the north side of tbe Tugela.

The Shipping Bill. 


The bill now before Congress for the 


promotion of Ameiican shipping in the 
foreign carrying trade is a bill upon 
which almost all of those engaged In 
shipbuilding and shipowning in the 
United States have united in advocacy, 
says the American Economist. It con- 
forms to the recommendations of the 
President in his last annual message to 
Congress, and it is in accord with the 
recommendations in the last annual 
report of the Secretary of the Treasury. 
It is also in line with the suggestions 
made in the last report of the 
Com- 


missioner of Navigation, is indorsed 
by Senator Frye, the President 
pro 


tern, of the United States Senate, and 
who is also Chairman of the 
Senate 


Committee on Commerce. It has been 
introduced in the House by the Repub- 
lican leader upon the floor, Hon. Sereno 
E. Payne, .Chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee. 


The shipping bill bas been indorsed 


by some two hundred commercial and 
agricultural organizations, in all parts 
of tbe country, many of which are of 
great national strength and influence. 
Several State Legislatures have peti- 
tioned Congress in behalf of its passage. 
It has been before the people for over 
a year, has been widely, discussed in 
the press, and the trend" of comment 
is largely favorable* many Democratic 
newspapers, especially in the South, 
warmly commending its provisions and 
advocating Its passage. 
- This shipping bill provides compensa- 
tion for American vessels, engaging in 
the foreign carrying trade, just about 
sufficient in amount to enable them to 
compete with the foreign ships which 
now monopolize all but 8 per cent, of 
American foreign carrying. These for- 
eign sbips earn, it is 
conservatively 


computed, between 
$175,000,000 
and 


$.00,000,000 a year in freight and pas- 
senger charges, which sum, or <ts 
equivalent In the products of the 
United States, must be shipped abroad 
to defray tbe cost of our ocean trans- 
portation. 


From this brief summary of facts, of 


large importance in connection with tbe 
efforts that have been for nearly forty 
years so unsuccessfully made to secure 
adequate protection tor American ships 
in competition with foreign ships In the

work under the lieutenant's direction, 
and he at once began bis task of con- 
structing in the Havana arsenal the 
several mines and torpedoes specified 
in tbe plan submitted by Capt Varterii. 


Lieut. C 
and Senor d'Martinez 


were well acouainted in Spain before 
either went to Cuba, and d'Martinez 
says he was thoroughly in the confi- 
dence of his friend of the engineer 
corps and personally witnessed much 
of tbe expert work that was going on 
in the Havana arsenal. 


Attempts were made on the nights 


of Jan. 25 and Feb. 13 to blow up the 
Maine, but they failed presumably from 
defective insulation of tbe electrical 
discharging apparatus. 


Lieut. C 
and Oriaquando. a Span- 


ish diver employed, evidently were not 
easily discouraged. They still bad re- 
maining their masterpiece. This was 
a giant cigar-shaped torpedo. It was 
approximately nine feet long and 3G 
inches in diameter at its center and 
ccntained 850 pounds of guncotton in 
the charge proper, a double end percus- 
sion fuse at each extremity, and an 
electrical fuse in the body of the charge, 
the purpose of the latter being to ex- 
plode the torpedo by electrical connec- 
tion from the shore in the event of the 
natural swing of the ship, caused by 
wind and tide,' failing to bring her in 
contact with the percussion fuses. 


Oriaquando had been ordered to re- 


move from buoy No. 4 the 
torpedo 


which had failed on the night of the 
12tb and to substitute lor it the giant, 
No. 6. This he accomplished during 
the night of Feb. 14. 


The giant torpedo was towed from in 


front of the arsenal by a steam launch 
in which were Oriaquando, a pilot, an 
engineer, Lieut. C 
, two diver's help- 


ers who weie Oilan.uando'6 regular as- 
sistants, and foi'r enlisted men sup- 
plied by Capt. E 
to assist. The 


night was dark and the torpedo was 
laid without discovery. 
HOW THE SHIP WAS BLOWN UP. 
Coming to the blowing up of the 


Maine, d'Martinez, continuing his sto- 
ry, says that Lieut. C 
had made the 


most careful pieparations to have no 
failure when the time should come to 
explode the big torpedo. 


In the morning of Feb. 15 the an- 


chored shore end of the firing cable was 
recovered off the ci'stom bouse and in- 
troduced into a temporary flung well 
which had been arranged beneath that 
building. In this firing well was plac- 
ed an ingenious electrical contrivance 
designed to intensify the current that 
was to heat the platinum bridges in 
the torpedo and so explode the charge 
in case the swinging of the ship should 
not explode it by percussion and it 
should become necessary to use 
tbe 


electrical device. 


Connecting the custom house with a 


sentry box located in Fuciza Castle, a 
small structure near the mouth of the 
harbor, was a permanent telegraph 
wire, commonly used to notify the cus- 
tom house of the approach of the small 
harbor tug employed as a despatch boat 
between that point and Morro Castle. 
If papers of importance were expected 
from the govemor of the castle, in- 
structions were not infrequently given 
for the guard at Fuerza to call up the 
custom house as the tug passed bound 
up the harbor. An aide from the cap- 
tain-general's palace would thefl be in 
waiting at the custom house to receive 
and deliver without delay whatever 
of importance the despatch boat might 
bring. This wire from Fuerza to the 
custom house was an ordinary land cir- 
cuit. Men detailed by Capt. E-— ran 
a second wire between the same two 
points, and thus converted the line in- 
to a complete meUIHc circuit. At the 
custom hot'se end the wires were in- 
troduced into the firing well and thence 
into the reinforcing apparatus whose 
mission it was to flash beneath the 
sullen waters of the harbor the spark 
that should ignite the fuse. 


Lieut. C 
, it appears, had laid a 


most subtle plot for the explosion of 
this 
particular 
torpedo. 
He had 


planned that the hand that actually 
sent the current on its deadly mission 
should be the hand of a man innocent 
of guilty purpose and ignorant of the 
awful 
results that were destined to 


follow the pressure of his finger upon 
an electric key. 
This man, who all 


unwittingly was to play so active 
a 


part in the tragedy as a tool of the 
real conspirators, was to be the sentry 
on watch at Fuerza Castle. 


During the entire day of Feb. 13 


Lieut. C 
was Jntently watching the 


conditions of tne wind and such little 
tide as there is in the sluggish waters 
of Havana harbor. From time to time 
he studied bis plotting board and made 
observations. Tugging heavily at h<ir 
buoy, the great battleship was slowly, 
almost Imperceptibly, swinging into a 
new position—a position which In the 
afternoon, Lieut. C 
believed would 


bring her in a few hours more Just 
where he wanted her to be. He took 
his measures accordingly. Orders were 
issued that the little harbor dispatch 
boat should run across to Moro when 
Lieut. C 
gave the word. The guard 


at Fuerza was instructert rn«?u Up the 
custom house and report the approach 
of the dispatch boat when she passed 
Fuerza bounf Ifi on her homeward run 


So confident was Lieut. C 
as night 


approached'that the Maine would be In 
Lhe right position at about 10 o'clock 
that he issued his orders to the de- 
spatch boat, and at about 7.45 o'clock 
she cast off from in front of the cus- 
tom hoyse for her run to Morro Castle. 
He had invited Capt. E 
, d'Martinez 


and a few. other intimates to be with 
him in the custome house, where he re- 
mained busy during much of the even- 
ing over his plotting board, ever and 
anon rising to make an observation in 
:he direction where the lights of the 
United States battleship gleamed above 
the black waters of the harbor and 
against the dark canopy of the sky. 


From time to time he placed to his 


ear a telephone receiver and rioted the 
reports of observers posted 
at 
two 


aslmuth stations widely separated on the 
Havana shore. In each of these sta- 
Llons was lurking a keen-eyed watcher 
intently noting the swing of the bat- 
tleship as she came around In her new 
position, and at intervals reporting her 
bearings to Lieut. C 
by telephone. 


It was at about 20 minutes before 10, 


by d'Martinez's watch, when a muffled 
report was heard, followed almost In- 
stantly by a louder explosion, and for 
:be space of a moment tbe sky was 
ilgbted up as by a flash of sheet light- 
ning. 
What followed around the hulk of tbe 
Shattered battleship is already history. 
It is proper to state that d'Martinez 
expresses tbe belief that Capt.-Gen. 
Blanco had no actual knowledge ot the 
several attempts made upon the Maine, 
did not authorize them, either actively 
or tacitly, and was as much astounded 
as he appeared to be when he learned 
what bad happened. 


D'Martinez distinctly absolves, so tar 
as his knowledge goes, all the higher 
Spanish officials, Including Senor Dupny 
de-Lome, then the Spanish minister ot 
any direct or indirect complicity-in the 
actual destruction of the Maine.

Adopted by France.—Jan. 1 Marked the 


Introduction of the New System in 


all Departments ol the Govern- 


ment Service. 


A new method of counting time went 


into effect with tbe new year in all de- 
partments of the 
government of 


France, and tbe hours are now official- 
ly reckoned in that country from 1 to 
24. 


The old system of dividing days into 


two periods of twelve hours each has 
been abolished, and hereafter all gov- 
ernmental documents will 
oe 
dated 


according to the new order of things. 


The change was not made through 


a legislative enactment, but was de- 
creed by the Bureau of Longitudes, 
after assuring itself of the support of 
the ministry. It received the sanction 
of the government because It is be- 
lieved it will make the reckoning of 
time more simple, and will sav. many 
mistakes to the public that arose out of 
the double-period si stem. 


Under the old tneu.cd it was neces- 


sary to 
qualify an iiour with ante- 


meridian or post-meridian, as the cate 
might he, to insure accmacy. The 
failure to do this opened a way tor 
many mistakes that, in commercial af- 
fairs, frequently proved vsiy costly. 
Under the new system it is only neces- 
sary in order to make a denuite Idea 
of time to give the ^ day and 
hour. 


Ante-meridian and post-meridian are 
not necessary factors in reckoning 
time, because there is no longer a divi- 
sion of the day according to that 
standard. 


Under the new system a day begins 


at midnight. What is 1 o'clock in the 
aftprnoon under the old method is 13 
o'clock under the new. 


France is probably the firsT govern- 


ment to adopt this system of counting 
time, but it has been mo/ogii!: im the 
railroads of Canada for several wears. 
The travelling public of the latter 
country have found the continuous 
hour method both convenient and ad- 
vantageous. There has been some talk 
among railroad men of introducing the 
system in this country, but the discus- 
sion has not acquired sufficient im- 
portance to bring about any definite 
expression of opinion. 


in discussing the system adopted by 


France. C. McNeill, manager of the 
time signal service of. the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, said: 


"From what I have seen of the opera- 


tion of this system in Canada, which is 
my old home, 1 think it is a vast im- 
provement over the method in vogue in 
the United States 
Certainly it is an 


improvement in train schedules and in 
telegraphic communications. The aver- 
age person is compelled to read train 
time cards several minutes when they 
are made under the old system of reck- 
oning time before he can understand 
them. The A. Ms. and the P. Ms. con- 
fuse him, and If his journey is to last 
twenty-four hours the chances are that 
he knows nothing about it after he 
leaves his starting point. 


"In 
telegraphic 
communications, 


which are usually prepared under 
pressing circumstances and In which 
the object is brevity, it is easyto leave 
off tbe meridian designations, and not 
infrequently this is done. But, with- 
out them, the statement of an hour is 
indefinite. It might make a difference 
of twelve hours, during which' a catas- 
trophe might develop which would 
have been avoided bad the designation 
of time been accurate. 


"There are many little conveniences 


that we might enjoy under the new 
system that we do not have under the 
present one, and common sense rec- 
ommends It to every government. I 
think it will bo only a short time be- 
fore Canada will follow the lead of her 
railroads and adopt the ^iew system. 
I do not know that there^is any move- 
ment to that effect in this country, but 
I have heard railroad officials say they 
approved the new system and would 
support It,if others would do so. 


"Some little Inconveniences might at- 


tend the inaugural of a npw method of 
reckoning time, but they would not last 
long. The public would Boon get used 
to them, and adjust themselves to the 
new olan. It-would sound a little awk- 
ward to hear Mrs. Brown say she would 
entertain her friends from 20 to 23 
o'clock, but time would heal that. 
The only embarrassment would arise 
In this way. There would be no revo- 
lution In adopting the new system. It 
would not affect the essential features 
ot reckoning time. They would re- 
main practically unchanged."

A South Portland man is anxiously 


awaiting the coming of spring as he 
would like to know whether or not he 
is to become rich. It may be remem- 
bered that at intervals nuite a number 
of pearls have been found in the State 
of Maine in what the ordinary mortal 
terms a fresh water clajn. In Benton, 
a short distance from ^airfied, Warren 
Stevens found a number of beautiful 
specimen a few years ago, and prior 
to and since that time in the small 
streams throughout the State. A year 
ago last fall the South Portland man 
became Interested in the matter and 
proceeded to make a study of the Pearl 
Industry. He read upl on the subject 
and learned what makes pearls and all 
sort of thing and tbenl he mapped out 
a course of action. In the first place he 
visited various towns 'throughout the 
State where it is known that fresh 
water clams abound and secured a 
quantity of them. These he took to a 
secluded brooklet over, on Capej Eliza- 
beth and put them in the water: not, 
however, until he had submitted them 
to an operation. Just what this opera- 
tion was he will not divulge, but it is 
believed to be upon the principle that 
a fresh water clam's Interior wlll^in 
time change to a pearl from the secre- 
tions with which it will become coated. 
According to tbe South Portland gen- 
tleman's figuring the longer thje cldm 
Is left undisturbed, the bigger the pearl 
will grow. Some of the| pearls found by 
Warren Stevens at Benton, were taken 
from clams where a protuberance 
showed plainly upon the shell, j These 
protuberances were caused b| large 
pearls. The South Portland gentleman 
will pull up a few clams In the( spring 
and look for protuberances, although 
he hardly expects that the clams have 
been in long enough. If he doesn't find 
any pearls of size he will allow tha 
clams to remain a year or two'longer

Their strength 
has not attracted much attention, but 
their importance as international fac- 
tors can be Budged from a statement 
made by one of England's greatest ship- 
builders, who declared that the vessels 
building for Japan were the most pow- 
erful in the world and could destroy the 
best British ships in IS minutes. 


Several of Japan's vessels in course 


of construction would have been com- 
pleted before now and not Japan en- 
countered financial dufflcultles. 
The 


British builders would not let the ves- 
sels sail until everything was paid for 
in cash. To accomplish this Japan In- 
duced a syndicate of English bankers 
to advance the money, and their action 
has been the subject of a good deal of 
private criticism in the inner admiral- 
ty circles, when It was realized what 
tremendous naval power Japan was ac- 
cumulating; and though Great Britain's 
strength was not Impaired, it was 
thought inadvisable for British capital- 
ists to assist Japan so materially to 
become a dangerous rival. 


A, well known naval expert says that 


if Japan puts In commission the ships 
schedu.'ed for service in the near fu- 
ture, she will be ready for war within 
six months, and then can defy Russia;

deigo severe reorganization, and that 
speculation therein 
Involves unusual 


risk There are a few of the Industri- 
als organized 
on conservative lines 


wMch will prove remunerative to their 
holders, and these may be held with 
confidence. So far these 
Industrials 


have not become a serious menace to 
the stock market, for the reason that 
only a small proportion of their issues 
of securities Is distributed among the 
public. The great majority of the in- 
dustrials are still held by the original 
holders who accepted securities when 
surrendering control of their individual 
plants. If they failed to sell at the high 
prices of 1899 they simply lost Imagin- 
ary profits; there were no real losses 
to them. Hence the decline has caused 
less injury than would have happened 
had the public been a free buyer of 
these InBated properties. In the future 
operations in the industrials are likely 
to be carried along on more conserva- 
tive lines. The banks are discriminat- 
ing sharply as, to collateral, and this 
Is a factor, of safety. 


The Industrials cannot expect to gain 


full public confidence until they fur- 
nish reliable annual or semi-annual re- 
ports of their operations and condi- 
tions. Ih view of the enormous powers 
and advantages which they hold, the 
public have a right to this information, 
and legislation against the trusts could 
take no wiser or more effective form 
than enforced- publicity. By such means 
the public would be-protected against 
monopolistic abuses; investors would 
be saved from fraud and the industrials 
themselves would again through com- 
manding the confidence of which many 
of them are now destitute.

la likely until the. big leaders'are ready 
for it, yet the intrinsic conditions' are 
sound.

These 
alone in broadsides would give her a 
distinction not enjoyed by any other 
vessel in our list. 


In addition to the primary battery 


above 'recited there Is a secondary Bat- 
tery of thirty rapid-firing guns of va- 
rious small calibre. These are unim-' 
portant In computing strength, al- 
though indispensable. The one-pound- 
ers fore and aft are, for instance, used 
to combat the attack of torpedo boats. 
The Catling guns In the military masts 
are for the purpose of sweeping the deck 
and other exposed parts of the enemy, 
while the torpedo tubes of the vessel 
are also included In the secondary bat- 
tery.

be fit for service In the spring without 
any special preparation. The history 
of nations has shown that dry atmos- 
phere is unfavorable to the spread of 
contagious diseases, while the moist or 
hot and damp atmostphere Is most 
favorable. 
The animals of greatest 


activity dwell in dry and elevated re- 
gions, while sluggish animals abound 
in low. marsh districts. 
The damp 


stable favors the development of fungi. 
Decomposition and waste of feed are all 
rich) In nitrogenous matter 
which 


decays readily and deflles the atmos- 
phere. 
The dark, damp stable favors 


all fungus growth, while light and dry- 
ness destroys It. 
The damp stable Is 


alsoi unfavorable to the healthy action 
of the skin and lungs. Therefore, the 
flrstj retirement is a good feed barn 
or stable which should be located so as 
to have good drainage. 
The stable 


should be warm and comfortable, yet 
should have ventilation. The foul odor 
which arises from refuse matter, where 
there are poor drainage and ventilation, 
is one of the main causes of disease 
among horses.

in the neighborhood. 
In connection 


with the subject of ventilation, or 
keeping the atmosphere free from taint, 
the!stable floor plays an important 
part. 
If the farmer will arrange his 


stalls and windows so the floor will re- 
ceive the sunlight and fresh air while 
the1 horses are out. he will add to the 
neatness of his stable, rid it of foul 
odors and prolong the lire and useful- 
ness of his teams. 
On such floors, 


where the bedding and lilth ,are re- 
moved every day, we do not Und dis- 
gusting cases of thrush and grease. 
Where the horse runs at large the sun- 
light, fresh air, rains and rolling, dis- 
infect the skin and remove the refuse

The propor- 
tion of college graduates in the regular 
course of Hartford Theological Semina- 
ry since 1S83 has averaged 88 per cent, 
against 71 per cent, in the seminaries 
taken together The proportion of 
college graduates in the total student 
body has usually been large in Hart- 
ford Seminary, since, as a rule, even 
its special students belong to this class.
